may be either a Member Broker, Advocate, Chart¬ 
ered Accountant, Company Secrotary or any Officer 
of the Exchange, provided, the Committee recom¬ 
mends tho appointment of a Presenting Officer. 

iv) If the Presenting Office*- is appointed, then the Dis¬ 
ciplinary Committee shall frame charges and serve 
the same upon the Erring Member. The Present¬ 
ing Officer shall present the case and the Erring 
Member shall have a reasonable opportunity to 
defend himself. After hearing and perusing the 
materia] available on record, the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee shall pass final orders.

ivii) The Erring Member may, only with tho prior 
approval of the Disciplinary Committee, appear by 
counsel, attorney, advocate or a duly authorised re¬ 
presentative.

The appel¬ 
lant shall, unless exempted in whole or in part by 
the Council of Management or President or -Ex¬ 
ecutive Director, deposit with the Exchange the full 
amount if any ordered to be paid including fines, 
penalties, etc. and a deposit certificate/receipt shall 
be annexed to the appeal.
